WASHINGTON, D.C., July 15,—The strug- 
gle over the sugar schedule continues. 

The agents of the American Refining Co. 
in the Senate have not abated their efforts. 
They still insist on a duty that will bring 
huge profits to the Trust. 

The members of the conference committee 
from the House remain steadfast. They 
have not yielded to the onslaughts of the 
Havemeyer interests. The sugar schedule 
is no nearer settlement than it was yester- 
day. 

Phe fall in the market price of sugar cer- 
tificates was due to intelligence from Wash- 
ington that reached New York. The street 
previously ran away with itself on fake re- 
ports sent out from interested sources here, 
Some of the so-called information was sent 
directly by Senators. 

The huge stock jobbing scheme was large- 
ly of Washington origin. 

Senator Jones of the rotten borough State 
of Nevada could tell a good deal about the 
upward movement in sugar if he would 
loosen his tongue. He is the Mephistophies 
on whom the chief responsibility falls. This 
long-headed old man, the brains of the 
silver movement, is carrying the weight of 
the Sugar Trust scheme. He is responsible 
to no one. His election to the Senate does 
not depend on popular sentiment. 

Said a Nevada man: “It makes no differ- 
ence what Jones may do. He might defy 
almost any rule of life and Nevada would 
not mind. He can re-electe himself as often 
as he likes, and no one can prevent him.” 

Senator Jones insists that the Sugar Trust 
shall have its advantages. His attitude is 
that of a Dick Turpin or a Claude Duval, It 
is “stand and deliver’ with Jones, and there 
is no certainty that this bold agent of the 
Benate will not obtain at least a portion 
of his demands. 

Speaker Reed's lips have been firmly set. 
He has talked with Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. He has lent his powerful in- 
fluence in behalf of the House sugar schéd- 
ule, an influence that is felt stronger than 
ever. 


Said an intimate friend of Mr. Reed: 
“The power of the Speaker for good will 
prevail against all but the power of money.”

’ The advocates of moderate protection for 
Sugar realize that at the present stage of 
the contest the unlimited resources of the 
Trust are likely to be drawn on.

But Jones, he of Nevada, fresh from the 
circles that revolve about the Chase Na- 
tional Bank in Wall Street, demands that 
the Trust shall be satisfied, at least in part 
of its claims.

He has need of every dollar he can raise 
with which to elect himself to the Senate. 
No one realizes better than he that the 
political contest in Ohio next November is 
fraught with grave danger to his hopes.

Cardinal Vaughan’s Jubilee Sermon 
Circulated in Pamphlet

LONDON, July 15..—A storm has been 
created in the Church of England by some 
of the passages in the jubilee sermon of 
Cardinal Vaughan, Catholic Archbishop of 
Westminster. 

Owing to the fact that it was preached at 
the height of the jubilee festivities, it re- 
ceived but scant attention from the press, 
but {t has since been put Into pamphlet 
form and a quarer of a million copies 
printed for distribution in the various dio- 
ceses, 

The passages that have raised a rumpus 
are those in which the Cardinal congratu- 
lates the high church party in the Church 
of England upon having permeated the 
Church with Catholic doctrines and prac- 
tices, and in which he expresses his thanks 
for this “partial conversion” to the old faith 
of England. 

The church papers also contend that in 
thanking God “for the divine favor which 
surrounded the Queen with a special grace 
from the beginning of her reign,”’ the Cardl- 
nal literally admits that his church is nat 
the only true church, inasmuch as, accord- 
ing to his own faith, Queen Victoria is a 
heretic. Hence, they say, the admission 
that a heretic can be endowed with a special 
grace and be surrounded by divine favor is 
one of the most extraordinary that has 
ever come from a Catholic prelate. 

It is understood that the address was di- 


rectly inspired from the Vatican and repre- 
sents the Holy Fiather’s personal senti- 


ments. 


BURIED IN THE RIVER. 


Workmen Removing Car Loads of 
Stone From Bodies of Drowned 
Companions, 


Twenty men went to work early Thurs- 
day morning to recover the bodies of John 
Choun and Robert Hatfield, supposed to be 
at the bottom of the Missouri River under 
cars loaded with stone which were wrecked 
on the old trestle under the Bellefontaine 
bridge near Alton. 

The trestle has been there for years and 
is used for hauling stone for revetment 


purposes at that point. The water had 
undermined the foundation posts. When 
a heavily loaded train of eight cars on the 
St. Lou's, Keokuk & Northwestern was 
slowly moving the trestle gave way within 
a few feet of the west pier of the bridge. 

There were eight men on the cars—the 
loading crew—six of them jumped for their 
livés and escaped with broken ankles and 
arms and bru ses, but Choun and Hatfield 
went over with the car on which they were 
sitting. The stone pinioned their bodies 
deep in the mud at the bottom of the river. 

The work of recovering the bodies is prov- 
ing difficult on account of the rushing water 
and the preet mass of rock under which the 
bodies of the ill-fated men lie, twenty-five 
feet below. 

It is doubtful whether the bodies will be 
recovered at all unless the river greatly 
recedes at that point. The mishap oc- 
curred In an angle of the river around which 
the rickety trestle wound. There is a deep

It Will Take a Full Hand in Politics 
and Pay Attention to

INSTITUTIONS. 


‘(Missouri Medical League of St. Louis’’ 
Promises to Be a Great Power 
in Public Affairs 


The city will now have a Doctors’ Trust. 

It has tried many other kinds of unions 
and combinations of power, but this latest 
organization is unique in its purposes, fer- 
tile in resources and big with dramatic pos- 
eibilities. . 

The Missouri Medical League of St. Louis, 
which has applied for a charter, proposes 
not only to work great reforms in the med- 
ical profession, but also to take an active 
interest in State politics and “scrutinize 
candidates for office with a view of electing 
those who will advance the legislation de- 
manded by the league.” 

In a political way the league will stand 
together either as the trades unions, the 
A. P. A. or any other sem!-political business 
organization, 

It will take a hand fn primary elections 
for delegates to conventions, especially with 
a view to the nomination of legislative 
candidates favorable to the reforms it 
wishes to engraft on the State statutes, and 
it will not overlook delegates to State con- 
verrtions where a Governor is to be nomi- 
nated and Justices of the Supreme Court, 
or an Attorney General who is to advise the 
Governor in construing new legislation. 

The scope of work the league has mapped 
out for itself is wide and appeals with no 
little force in many particulars to the pub- 
lic. 

The fneorporators are men of. character, 
who condemn quackery in all its forms, and 
who would elevate their profession. 

They are: Dr. Robert M. Funkhouser, 
President; Dr. P. D. Connolly, Vice-Presi- 
dent; Dr. H. Wheeler Bond, Secretary, and 
Dr. W. V. Loftus, Treasurer. The officers, 
with Drs. Wm. J. Langan, L. T. Reismeyer, 
R. H. Finley, William Nifong, L. E. New- 
man and F. G. Nifong, constitute the 
Board of Trustees. 

These gentlemen are all “regulars.” The 
line is drawn at homeopaths, and Gov. 
Stephens is not likely to receive any resolu- 
tions of a complimentary nature from them 
on his reorganization of the management of 
the Fulton Insane Asylum. 

The charter states that the object of the 
union is to advance the interests of its 
members “professionally, financially and 
politically; to influence doctors to become 
citizens; to vote at every election; also, to 
collect evidence of any hospital and dis- 
pensary abuse and to exclude well-to-do 
persons from medical charities, thereby se- 
curing proper care and attention for the 
worthy poor; to secure the adoption of laws 
commanding the appointment by the court 
of medical experts qualified for their work, 
and to insure the passage of laws regulating 
the practice of medicine in the State and 
United States and to secure the establish- 
ment of a national bureau of health.” 

One of the first political fights the league 
proposes to engage in is to force the pas- 
sage of a law by the Legislature remedying 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
recent case whereby it overturned the rul- 
ing of the State Board of Health in re- 
quiring a higher curriculum for graduates 
at medical colleges before they can practice 
medicine. : 

This will open up afresh the war on the 
cheap medical colleges. 

President Funkhouser, in speaking of the 
league’s purposes, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“The doctors are the only profession with- 
out compact organization to take part in 
public affairs. We do not propose to inter- 
fere with any of the various medical so- 
cieties. In fact, they have in most instances 
signifiel a willingness to come into the 
league. 

“This free private dispensary system has 
become an Iniquity, especially in our col- 
leges. It is free in one way, it is true, as 
everybody can go to the institution. Men 
worth $100,000 go to them and there is a bait 
for them, because the patient will go away 
with prescriptions to be filled and the doctor 
will probably have to call at his home. 
Then, too, in all of these free dispensaries 
there is a big sign reading: ‘Patients Desir- 
ing Immediate Treatment Can Procure it 
by Paying the Superintendent 25 Cents.’ 

“I am told the superintendent of one of 
our medical colleges withea free dispensary 
attachment pays $100 a month to hold the 
job. There is evidently a richly concealed 
mint somewhere about’such places. 

“Then there is the 50-cents a month hos- 
pital with the manager a prominent member 
of some sectarian denomination, a leader at 
prayer meeting, an officer of some secret 


lodge or two, with his name on every poster 
or at the head of every catalogue it sends 
out. This is the class of men who are forc- 
ing themselves to the front as benefactors 
of mankind and the healer of all their ills, 
without money and without price. Yet 
these same places, these goodly sanitariums, 
have in many instances, so I am informed, 
from 6500 to 1,500 people paying in & cents 
a month each—a snug sum. There may 

two gr three or half a dozen of the number 
sick in the hospital during the month, but 


the contributing public is paying the freight.

AGREES TO HOLD A CONFERENCE 
ON THE SEAL QUESTION, 


SHERMAN’S BLUFF WORKED. 


The People Resentful Toward the 
Americans, but the Govern- 
ment Is Conciliatory. 


LONDON, July 154.—While among the 
general public here the tone of Secretary 
Sherman’s.letter to Ambassador Hay re- 
garding the Bering Sea seal regulations 
is greatly resented, the correspondent of the 
Associated Press is in a position to say that 
whatever criticism the British Government 
may have to make on the phraseology of 
the communication, the latter has not in 
any way affected unfavorably the negotia- 
tions which Col. Hay has been conducting. 

A conference will be held in Washington 
during the autumn, at which the United 
States, Great Britain, Russia and Japan 
will be represented. 

Since the presentation of Secretary Sher- 
man’s note to Lord Salisbury, Ambassador 
Hay has had repeated conferences with his 
lordship, all of which have been of the most 
friendly character. The most concillatory 
spirit is being manifested by the British for- 
eign office, as is evident by the decision to 
hold a conference, which, although not yet 
formally announced, may be regarded as 
settled. 

It may also be taken for granted that 
Canada does not oppose this decision. Mr. 
Davies, the Canadian Minister of Marine, in 
an interview with the correspondent of the 
Associated Press to-day, sald: 

“We regard the latest proposals of the 
United States as entirely reasonable, There 
is the friendliest feeling with regard to the 
negotiations between the two Governments, 
and, in view of this, the two peoples should 
not be resentful. I think this is a reasone- 
ble view of the matter.” : 

The telegram from London indicates a 
distinct come-down by the British Govern- 
ment, which has persistently refused to re- 
epen the question of seal extermination or 
take any step to aid the United States in 
the effort to stop it, though urgently and 
repeatedly asked to do so. It looks like a 
repetition of the Venezuelan incident.

The members threaten that enforcemen: 
of the order means the retirement of the 
Police Commissioners from office at the 
first opportunity, and as women vote in 
Kansas municipal elections, the threat is 
not regarded as altogether an idle onc and 
may have its desired effect.

Flemington (W. Va.) Men Did Strike 
and Agitators Had Nothing 
to Do With It. 


Special to the Post-Dienatch. 
WHEELING CREEK, O., July 15.—This 


bowl in the hills holds row after row of 
empty company shanties. Months ago 
every man who could moved out. A fourth 


part of the men left, and thereby bettered 
the bad-enough condition of the rest of the 
800 miners of all nationalities. 

Each miner stretched his every sinew 
since then to load as much coal as possible 
each precious day, and each has made ex- 
cellent wages for each of his fifty-eight 
days of work as against $1.15 average a 
working day at crowded mines in Eastern 
Ohio. - 

The Wheeling Creck men have made #2. 
The “entry men” at work that limit life 
to forty years, have averaged $2.25, and the 
ordinary “room men” and foreigners gener- 
ally have mined the great bulk of coal at 
$1.75 a working day. All have worked at 
Sic a ton and under more favorable condi- 
tion than others, yet much suffering exists. 

There is little humor about the hunger. 
though. I saw the family, tasted the food 
and examined the pay envelopes of the best 
paid miner here. He is a serious, sober 
Scotchman, of whose industry the company 
officials speak highly. In “driving entry” 
he has averaged $2.40 a day. During the last 
six months he has made $1.69, or 77c a day. 
He has a wife and seven children. The ex- 
treme of economy seemed to have been 
reached in the use of everything but soap 
and water. 

Even Scotch thrift, however, could not 
feed and clothe nine persons upon 77 cents 
a day, and the best paid miner in Wheel- 
ing Croek acknowledged that to-day he 
owes his grocer $0. He has had neither 
sickness nor death in his family during the 
time mentioned. The two gauntest wolves 
hadn’t attacked him, and he wasn’t in 
debt six months ago. 

All the wage had gone for food anda very 
little clothing. I asked him what his food 
and house bills amounted to. He aaid: 
“Wife, fetch the pap bills.’ 

Turning, with a sad smile, he handed me 
the envelopes, saying: ‘“‘The house and food 
is this, aye, and more, too."’

“She says Herbert had onl 
been drinking beer and had not been drun 
for some time. He was away from home 
the evening before the murder. Ever since 
his mother died Mrs. Cornwall said she 
Was nervous, That night Dr. John Corn- 
wall went to the house and suggested that 
as Herbert might be out until late it might 
be well for her and her baby to go to her 
father’s home. She went. Before going. 
however, she said she would be back at 7 
o'clock to prepare breakfast.

Should the miners’ strike continue very 
long upright pianos, folding beds and ar- 
ticles of vertu may make cheaper fuel than 
coal next winter.

While a Post-Dispatch reporter was talk- 
ing to a prominent local coal dealer Wednes- 
day Afternoon an attache of the Chemical 
Dullding hurried into the office. 

“When do we get that coal we ordered?” 
be sald, excitedly. 

“Don't press us,”’ said the dealer, in a 
conciliatory tone. ‘“We'll deliver it as soon 
as we can get hold of it... How much have 


you got?” 

“We might keep steam up for two weeks 
pn a pinch.” 

“Oh, well, you'll get coal in less than two 
weeks.” 


The caller from the Chemical building in 
the course of his conversation with the deal- 
er divulged the fact that the owners of the 
building have rented a large stable on Carr 


treet to house an extra supply of coal, 

hey have ordered enough to fill both their 
eT and the stable. 

at large consumers of coal are watching 
‘the situation closely is shown by the fact 
that several large firms learned of the rent- 
ing of the stable by the Chemical building 
people and applied for space in it to store 
an extra supply of coal. 

The Gran Conder was among these firms. 

Though the dealers still protest they will 
be able to supply the wants of their custom- 
ere, large quantities of coal cannot be had 
in St. Louis on short notice. 

When the man from the Chemical build- 
ing had registered his little kick and left, 
the dealer on whom he called said; 

“There le no evading the fact that coal 
fe mighty scarce in St. Louis. Much of the 
alarm of large consumers, however, is un- 
founded, and the scarcity is largely due to 
the fact that users of coal are agitated 
over what they believe to be indications 
of a famine. 1 for one would be willing to 
sign a heavy bond to keep my customers 
supplied with enough coal to run their

‘So far the strike has had only an indi- 
rect effect on the St. Louis market. In 
the Northern Ili:nols district, from which 
nearly ali of the coal used in 8t. Louis 
comes, the miners have not walked out. 
They are willing to work, and as many of 
them as can find employment are working. 

“The condition in St. Louis is caused not 
by the miners, but by the railroads, which 
seem to be panic-stricken over the strike 
outlook. Every road running into St. 
Louis from the Illinois mining district is 

obbling up coal wherever it can find it. 

he railroads do not buy the coal—they sim- 

ly oy ae it. Consignments of coal 

illled to St. Louls are held up on the road 
and side-tracked, Yesterday one road alone 
side-tracked 68 cars of coal on their way to 
St. Louis. It does no good to kick. he 
railroads are masters of the situation, 

“Their action has another serious phase. 
The side-tracking of carload after carload 
of coal shortens the roads’ equipment of 
cars, which in turn has the effect of di- 
minishing the output of coal. 

“Mine-owners will not operate their mines 
Unless they can find cars to carry their 
product to the markets. There is an almost 
unprecedented shortage of empty cars now 
throughout the Illinois coal district. In 
éonsequence men who are willing to work 
are employed only two or three days in a 
week. It does not take long for such con- 
ditions to breed discontent. If the shortage 
of cars continues it will not be long before 
the men in the Northern Illinois district 
will be out of work. Then it is natural to 
Suppose they will join their striking broth- 
ere. With no pesepect of employment they 
would have everything to gain and nothing 
to lose by dolng so. 

“If the mines in the Northern Illinois dis- 
trict cease to operate a rige in prices here 
will be inevitable. So far there has been 
no advance. fast year’s price, $1.50 a ton 
for coal delivered in the yards, is still in 

ect. In only a few special cases a little 
more has been charged. 

“Fortunately there is little or no demand 
for coal for domestic uses at this season of 
the year. This makes the condition less 
Micult to cope with.”’

STORMS MAY BE PREDICTED 
WITH CERTAINTY, 


Government Forecaster Receives In- 
formation From a Height 
of 1,100 Feet. 


The Post-Dispatch kite did a good turn 
for science Thursday morning. It sailed toa 
discovery which Forecaster Frankenfield 
Says may revolutionize the science of pre- 
dicting the weather. 

The kite was launched from the roof of 
the Federal Building by Dr. Frankenfield 
and a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

There was a southwest wind when the 
aerial craft started on its course. It rose 
slowly at first, but after rising far above 
the housetops and smokestacks it salfied 
away almost in a straight line. 

When three thousand feet of string had 
been let out the kite shot upward. Shortly 
before noon it had reached an altitude of 
1,000 feet, according to the recording instru- 
ments, 

At an altitude of 1,100 feet the kite began 
to travel swiftly directly toward the: ob- 
servers. 

Dr. Frankenfield was much excited. 

“Why, look at that,”’ he said. 

“The wind up there is northeast, while 
down here it is still southeast. 

“That shows that the cufrent up there 
is nearly opposite the one down here. The 
greatest achievement we hope to make with 
the Post-Dispatch kite is fairly started. I 
know that the wind direction on the surface 


continues the same to a height of 1,000 feet, 
above which height there is an almost op- 
posite current. 

“If we. can once determine accurately the 
direction of the wind in the upper strata 
of air we can predict storms and tornadoes 
with almost absolute certainty, 

“Changes in the upper’ air generally 
reach the surface in from twelve to sixteen 
hours. I have never ventured to predict 
wind direction so far ahead of time, but I 
believe that within twenty-four hours the 
@rection down here will be the same as it is 
up there. I would have no means of deter- 
mining this, were it not for the Post-Dis- 
patch kite.’ 

Dr. Frankenfield will conduct a series of 
wind experiments with the Post-Dispatch 
kite. He is enthusiastic on the results al- 
ready attained. 


NOBLE SHEPARD AGAIN

The latest story about Shepard being s0 
near the scene.of his former crimes arises 
from the fact that a few nights ago, while 
Attorney H. Ev Schaumloeffel of Belleville 
was going home, a bullet whizzed by his 
unoffending head and he began to think 
his time-check was called for. 

Mr. Schaumloeffel in his numerous ac- 


quaintances can only count one deadly ene- 


my and that is Noble Shepard. They were 
not friends when Shepard was wont to 


mingle in public, but had mét as lawyer and 
client. The Glass-makers’ Union had em- 


ployed Lawyer Schaumloeffel to defend 
Shepard for murder and paid him $260 there- 


for. He did so, but the jury gave Shepard 


the worst of it and he was mean enough to 
charge it to a lack of legal acumen on the 


part of his counsel. 


Shepard was so fixed in this opinion that 


he dismiseed the Belleville attorney and 
hired James H. Staubus to see if he could 
stay the hand of the law. 


Schaumloeffel claims that Shepard vowed 


that if he ever got out of jail he would kill 
him, and now as some one has been trying 
to puncture Mr. Schaumloeffel’s anatomy 
with lead, he can’t imagine any one who 
could be guilty of such a rude thing but 
Shepard.

PROSECUTION BRINGS '-RIENCS. 


HE WILL BE TRIED FOR DISTURB- 
ING THE PEACE. 


Arrest of the Broker Regarded as a 
Grave Mistake by Prom- 
inent Traders. 


Broker Austin E. Babcock and his at- 
torney, Charles M. Napton, were in Judge 
Peabody's court Thursday morning to an- 
ewer the charge of trespass for doing busi- 
ness in the corridors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change building. 

Nat Moffitt and Tom Alken of the Irregu- 
lar Trading Committee of the Exchange, 
Doorkeeper James Newell and Officer 8t. 
John were present to testify against him. 
Mr. Johneon, who bailed Babcock out af- 
ter his arrest, was the only other member 
of the Exchange in court. 

Ashley C. Clover, attorney for the Ex- 
change, withdrew the charge of trespass 
and secured a summons against Mr. Bab- 
cock for a disturbance of the peace. Judge 


Peabody said he would hear the case Sat- 
urday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Ten minutes later Mr. Babcock was at the 
door of the Merchants’ Exchange holding a 
levee. He was in his shirt sleeves. is 
chubby face and bald head were wrinkled 
with smiles. 

The traders, as they passed in to the floor, 
stopped to congratulate “‘Bab’’ or guy him 
about his jail experiences. He received ex- 
pressions of good will from unexpected 
quarters, Men whom he did not know 
stepped up and shook his hand. “I don’t 
know you, Mr. Babcoek, but I don’t approve 
of the vey you're being treated and like 
your pluck,’’ was the way Capt. Pearson, 
one of the oldest members on. ’Change, 
greeted the rotund little broker. Others 

romised to make things pleasant for him 

f he went to the workhouse and there were 
inquiries as to how he liked bread and water 
for breakfast. 

Babcock felt ee of the reception ac- 
corded him. “I'll fight this case to the bit- 
ter end,”’ he said. ‘“‘People know now why 
I'm being persecuted. any who took no 
interest in my case before are now my par- 
tisans. I'll be right here a business as 
long as the police allow, and I'll be on the 
curb this afternoon.” 

“l have placed my case in the hands of 
Mr, Napton and will abide by his judg- 
ment regarding my future actions. I can’t 
say yet whether I will seek redress 
damages for my unwarranted arrest. We 
will wait until the court rules on the case 
pending against me.” 

Opinion on ‘Change is divided over the 
Babcock incident. embers took little in- 
terest in the brokers’ quarrel] until Nat 
Moffitt and Tom Aiken of the Irregular 
Trading Committee had Mr. Babcock ar- 
ested twice for trading on the curb 

‘ednesday afternoon. 

All trading on the curb Is illegal. Rule 13 
of the board expressly forbids it, but 
Messrs. Moffitt and Aiken undertook to pre- 
vent Mr. Babcock, whom they will not 
recognize as a reguiar member of the board 
from 4 fed in trading not recognize 
by the board. 

The dual arrest caused great excitement. 
The crowd was with Babcock, and when he 
was led away, a dozen traders followed him 
to the station to bail him out. His return 
was greeted with cheers and he had more 
business thrown at him than he could han- 


é. 

Thursday morning traders abandaqned the 
pit and stood about in groups discussing the 
case. Babcock’s sympathizers held that the 
bucketshop charge would not hold water, 
as there were others on the board guilty 
of the same offense. They didn’t believe in 
making fish of one and fiesh of the other. 

His adversaries claimed that the Ex- 
change had a right to say whom it would 
allow to trade in its building. It could ex- 
clude peddlers, The fact that he rented 
desk room, it was claimed, did not make 
him a tenant. 

The legal prosecution of Babcock will 
hinge on this point. 

Prominent operators were outspoken in 
their opinion of the Irregular Trading Com- 
mittee’s action. 

Sol P. Quinlivan was much incensed at the 
committee’s action. ‘I think it ‘s a shame 


the way the Board of Directors is persecut- 
ing Babcock,” he said. “I think he has a 
@00d cause of action against the Ex- 


change.” 

“Nat Moffitt does as much irregular trad- 
ing as any one about the building. There 
is not a day that he cannot be seen openly 
as in ‘puts’ and ‘calls.’

Babcock to stay away, the 
need only to quit trading with him, and 
will warrant that he will not bother them 
long. Such actions look childish.’

John Warren said: “I will admit that Mr. 
Babcock made a mistake in the beginning 
by antagonizing the board, but the directors 
have made a bigger mistake in their perse- 
cution of Mr. Babcock.

COMPTROLLER NOT COUNTED. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC IMPROVE- 
MENTS LEFT OUT. 


Water Commissioner Holman Poixts 
Out What He Fatal 
Defects in the Measure 


Considers 


The Sweeney filter bill, introduced in the 
House of Delegates last week, will, if 
passed, Water Commissioner Holman be- 
lieves, render the city liable to lose ite wa- 
waterworks, 

The bill in its present shape is claimed to 
be illegal. 

Seo, 27 of art. 6 of the Charter speoifies 
how bille providing for public improvements 
must be introduced. It reads: 

“The Aesembly shall have no power, dij- 
rectly, to contract for any public work or 
improvement * * * nor to fix the price or 
rate therefor, but the Board of Public Im- 
provements shall * * * prepare and sub- 
mit to the Assembly estimates of costs of 
any proposed work, a under the direction 
of the ordinance shall advertise for bids, 
ae provided for purchases by the Commis- 
sioner of Supplies, and let out said work by 
contract to the lowest responsible bidder, 


subject to the approval of th® Council. Any 
other mode of letting out work shall be 
held as illegal and void," 

Mr. Holman says: “The Comptroller is the 
fiscal officer of the city. Before any con- 
tract can be let he must certify that there 
ig money in the city treasury to pay for it. 
This certification is based on the éstimate 
of the Board of Public Improvements. 
“Under the ordinance the Comptroller and 
the board are both left out entirely. It re- 
quires the Mayor, Health Commissioner and 
Water Commissioner to enter into a con- 
tract within ten days after the passage of 
the ordinance for filtering the watcr from 
Sept. 1, 1598, to Sept. l, 1918, by the Jewell 
fiiier and eleciric process, It is not to be let 
to the lowest bidder.

The City Hospital Commission is not en- 
tirely to blame, provided its interpretation 
of the law is good. 

It rests with the Municipal Assembly to 
provide the money for the immediate build- 
ing of a City Hospital. 

The authorities are assuming a great re- 
sponsibility when they propose to keep the 
old building at Seventeenth and Pine for 
two or three years yet. 


Health Comissioner Starkloff is optimis- 
tic about the proposed new City Hospital, 
and makes excuses for the old ramshackle 
at Seventeenth and Pine streets. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter he said: 
“Ever since the tornado we have been 
cramped for money and overcrowded in all 
the city institutions. There are now 600 pa- 
tients in the Insane Asylum, when ther? 
never has been over 350. The Poor-house, 
Work-house and City Hospital are taxed to 
their utmost capacity. Meanwhile the de- 
mands for temporary accommodations, nat- 
urally unusual, have absorbed every avail- 
able dollar. 

‘The Municipal Assembly is not to blame, 
Tt cun do nothing with an empty treasury. 
It must wait until the money comes in. The 
Assembly has just cut off $250,000 from all 
the departments of the city government, in 
order to make both ends eet. In short, 
the city is tiding over the tornado losses 
until the September and October collections 
are made. 

“About the new City Hospital. We have 
nearly $100,000 on hand, but the commission 
does not deem it good policy to follow in 
the footsteps of the new City. Hall. It 
wants money enough in sight to finish at 
least the working plant and one buliding 
before a stroke of work is done. 

‘The commission has practically agreed 
on the plan,»which will be what is known 
as the ‘sun plan’—that is, a series of build- 
ings so constructed as to catch the sun the 
longest during each day. 

“There will be sixteen buildings, when 
completed, and we estimate the cost at 
$1,000,000. The buildings will be two stories 
high, connected by a one-story corridor. 
The administration block is to be three sto- 
ries. 

“We will probably occupy the present

New Work Amounting to $2,000,009 
Placed on the Shelf for an 
Indefinite Time, 


There will not be a new street built in St. 
Louis this year unless the property owners 
pay the city’s share of the cost. The genera] 
appropriation bill does not provide a penny 
for the purpose. 


Street Commissioner Milner asked for 
$100,000 for new work. This was only 
about one-third of what he actually needed. 

Complaints have been received daily at 
the Street Department about the delay in 
beginning work.- The reason was that there 
was no money in’the fund for grading and 
excess, Under the charter the city must 
pay for the grading and the property own- 
ers Can only be specially taxed on 25 per 
cént of the assessed valuation of their prop- 
erty. The city must pay the excess if 
there is any. 

There have been numerous hearings and 
the Street and Railroad Committee of the 
Board of Public Improvements is ready to 
introduce ordinances in the assembly for 
nearly $2,000,000 worth of new work. None 
of them will now be introduced, unless the 
property owners come forward and offer 
to assume the excess. Very few of them 
are willing to bear their share, much less 
that of the city. 

The preliminary work has been done on 
improvements nearly fifty miles in length. 
Twenty-seven pieces of granite work were 
held over from the mst Assembly, aggre- 
apg | 6.17 miles. The estimated total cost 
Was $423,956, of which $36,510 was the city’s 
share. The work was not done last year 
because the city could not pay its share. It 
will not be done-this year for the same rea- 
son. 

The Board of blic Improvements has 
acted favorably this spring on about 4 
miles of proposed improvements. As soon 
as the appropriation bill was passed it was 
intended to rush in a stack of ordinances. 
The appropriation last year was , 000. 
This amount released $800, in special tax 
bills and created $800,000 worth of work. 

If Street Commissioner Milner had got 
the $100,000 it would have released upward 
of a million dollars in special tax bills and 
created that much work. 

“That settles it,” said Mr. Milner. “We 
might as well shut up shop. There is little 
remaining to be done. The people object 
to paying their own share. hey will not 
pay the city’s. I would have been glad if 
they had only given me $25,000. could 
release a great deal of work with that. You 
see, In many cases, the city’s share is very 
smaM Here, for Instance, on North Mar- 
ket street, between Whittier and Marcus, 
the city’s share is only $68. That amount 
re oan cause the property Owners to pay 

18,188.’’ 

The department ts only given $85,000 for 
macadam repairs; $35,000 of this has already 
been spent, leaving only $50,000 for the en- 
suing nine months. This is a mere trifle 
and .will not keep a fraction of the streets 
in even passable condition. 

From the push standpoint the worst thing 
in connection with the lack of appropriation 
for improvements is that there will be no

The appropriation bill, which was under 
discussion, set apart $3,600 for salaries of 
three smoke inspectors. The item brought 
several of the members to their feet. 

Mr. Gast said: “The city has no need 
for such officers. They do nothing but ride 
around and look at the smoke.” 

‘There has not been a case in the Police 
Court in eight months,” declared Mr. Ha- 
gan. ‘“‘We are simply paying these people 
pensions of $1,200 a year.”’ 

The three men have already drawn $1,200 
from the treasury for the first forr months 
of the year. This amount only we3 allowed. 

There was talk of repealing the ordinance 


to simply make no further allowance for 
the offices. 

Mr. Gast objected again to the appropria- 
tion for sprinkling inspectors. He thought 
they were even less useful than the smoke 
inspectors. He was outvoted, and the ap- 
propriation stayed. 

The Uthoff bill calls for an increase from 
23 to 40 inspectors at an additional expense 
of over $15,000 a year.

“Sentiment,’’ he said, “stands for all the 
good and happiness in life, and how any 
organization can expect to harness and 
control love, that potent passion that has 
swayed the hearts of men and women 
gince the world began and made or rulned 
states and empires, 6 more than I can 
comprehend. 

“T observe,” said the doctor, with another 
emile. “that the gentleman in this case 
picked out a handsome woman, whether 
there is any sentiment in the cage or not. 

“If it is right to kill off the unfortunately 
born babies, why not do the same with 
your father and mother when they become 
old and helpless? The theory applies to 


them with the same force that it does to in-"

MINERS HAVE REACHED sAN 
FRANCISCO WITH NEARLY, 
A MILLION DOLLARS. 


Tell Marvelous Stories of the Wonder- 
ful Discoveries Made in the 
Clondyke Region. 


THE MINES ARE BY ALL ODDS 
THE RICHEST IN THE 
WORLD, 


Labor Commands $15 a Day and Ten- 
derfeet Are Accumulating 
Vast Fortunes, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, July 15.—Forty 
miners from the Clondyke district, in Alas- 
ka, have reached this city. They are 
weather-beaten, ragged and look like 
tramps, but they have with them nearly 
$1,000,000 in gold dust washed from the 
sands of this most marvelous mining dis- 
trict. 

An average of $25,000 each was their record 
for a few months’ exile in the far North. 
Some of the miners carried their gold in 
buckskin bags, while the others had can- 
vas sacks. Some had filled fruit jars and 
jelly glasses with the yellow metal. 

The gold was coarse, ranging in size from 
small shot to a hazel nut. It was poured in 
one pile and looked like yellow corn. The 
total weight of the treasure was more than 
320 pounds, 

The most lucky of the miners were Mr. 
and Mrs. T. 8. Lippey, who brought $60,000. 
Mrs. Lippey was the first woman to cross 
the divide from Juneau to the Yukon. 

The returned fortune-hunters say that at 
Clondyke wages are $15 a day and board, 
with 100 days’ work guaranteed. A letter 
from one of the officials of the Alaska Com- 
mercial Co., at Circle City, gives this ac- 


count of the great rush to the new diggings: 

“The excitement on the river is indescrib- 
able and the output of the new Clondyke 
district is almost beyond belief. Men who 
had nothing last fall are now worth a for- 
tune. One man has worked forty square 
feet of his claim and is going out with $40,- 
000 in dust. One quarter of the claims are 
now — at from $15,000 to $50,000. The 
estimate of the district is given as thirteen 
square miles, with an average of $300,000 to 
the claim, while some are vaiued as high 
as $1,000,000 each. A number of claims have 
been purchased for large sums on a few 
monthg@’ credit and the amount has been 
paid ort of the ground before it became due, 

“At Dawson sacks of gold dust are thrown 
under the counter in the stores for safe 
keeping. The pecullar partof it is that most 
of the locations were made by men who 
came in last year, old-timers not having had 
faith in the indications until the value of the 
reg.on was assured, whereupon prices 
pa so high that they could not get in. 

ome of the stories are so fabulous I am 
afraid to repeat them for fear of being sus- 
pected of the infection. 

“There are other discoveries reported a 
little beyond and on the Stewart River. but 
these have not yet been verified. Labor is 
$15 a day, with board, and 100 days’ work 
guaranteed, so you can imagine how difficult 
it is to hold employes. Men who were look- 
ing for bits last year are now talking and 
showing thousands and the air is full of 
millions. If the reports are true it is the 
biggest placer discovery ever made in the 
world, for though oth@r diggings have been 
found quite as rich in spots, no such extent 
of dirt has been known which prospected 
and worked so high ‘~~ through.”’ 

The new Eldorado lies just across the 

Alaskan boundry in British Territory. It is 
of recent discovery, but already there are 
at least 3,000 people on the ground and more 
are flocking itn that direction. The discov- 
ery of the Clondyke regions presents a story 
that is uniquely interesting. Around Forty- 
‘Mile, on the Yukon, is a tribe of Indians 
known as the Slickers and with them is a 
man who years - was known as George 
Cormack, but who is now called “Slick 
George.’’ In September last, at the head of 
a party of Indians, he left his hut near 
Forty-Mile Camp and started in a southerly 
direction, saying that he intended to find a 
new gold field before his return. He came 
back two weeks later and startled the min- 
ers with the announcement that forty miles 
away there was gold to be found in plenty. 
The stream abounded with the yellow metal 
and all that was needed was for somebody 
to pick it up. 
Many persons flocked to the place and in 
time the wotd reached Forty-Mile Camp 
that untold riches could be found along the 
bottom of Bonanza Creek and its tributaries. 
Men who had failed at the former camp 
immediately packed up their belongings and 
set out for the new fields. It was a hard 
and trying journey, but that was nothing 
with the promise of millions at the end of 
the route.
